The prior art of record taken either singly or in combination fails to 
anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations which the Applicants claim in claims 1 - 
5, 8-20, 22-33 in a manner which would warrant a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102 or 35 U.S.C. § 103. 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification 
or combination with the cited prior art so as to satisfy the combination of the 
present independent claim 1 ; especially, the prior art does not disclose the steps 
of depositing a second cap layer on the metal; patterning the stack structure after 
the step of depositing the metal and performing a phase transition on the 
amorphous material after the step of patterning.
